THE HOWARD MURDER 
Getting @ Jury to Try McCabe for His 
Life. 


All day long yesterday the lawyers in the Me- 
Cabe murder case were challenging jurors. At 
night but four men were accepted by defense 
and prosecution. There is every prospect that 
Judge Clifford's time during the rest of the week 
atleast will be taken up in hearing this case. 
Henry McCabe, a “dock-wolloper,” is charged 
with the de:iberate killing of James M. Howard 
of Valparaiso, Ind. Howard was representing 
the Chicago & Atlantic and the Nickel-Plate” 
Railroads as their attorney at Valparaiso, and 
was a lawyer of considerable local reputation. 
He was a odical drinker, and left his home 
occasio very suddenly and staid away days 
or weeks at atime. He left Valparaiso early in 
— and was gone such an unusually long time 

his friends became anxious about his safet 
and came into the city to find him. ny wy Roem 
his body at the morgue. A watchman in Doyle's 
lumber-yard, at the corner of Twenty-sixth 
and Quarry streets, stumbied over the in a 
driveway as he was going home earl 
of May 15 last. At the time wi 
aliye but unconscious, and breathing with dim 
culty. Some papers in his pockets identifying 


him were overlooked by the police in the district

Detective “Jim” Bonfield, recently removed 
from the force, satisfied that there was some- 
thing peculiar in the case, searched Howard's 
clothing at the morgue. ana found enough to 
start an inquiry that resulted in the identifica- 
tion of the remains after the Coroner's jury 
hed returned a verdict of death from 
compression os the brain, cause unknown.“ 
Following the case up closely and visiting all the 
saloons in the neighborhood it was learned that 
McCabe with Howard left a saloon near the lum- 
ber-yard late on the night he was killed. They 
were traced to the A scantling, bloody at 
one end, was found near by, as was McCabe's 
hat. Upon arrest McCabe confessed that he 
quarreled with Howard in the yard and struck 
him in the eye with his fist, knocking him against 
and fracturing his skull. The 
rosecuting lawyers declare that Howard was 
Seliberately murdered by McCabe for the watch 
and money in his pockets.

In 
the matter of his interview with Mr. Blaine;

whether he was actuated by malice or igno- 


rance. There are strong probabilities favor-

Upon 
the present ocoasion, however, there will be 
a general consensus of opinion that he isa

The pith of Burchard’s statement is con- 
tained in the remark, prefaced by the state- 
mant that he is still a Republican, that, 80 far 
as the Republicans are concerned, the 
three words which I made use of at the 
time certainly embody the gist of all their 


attacks on the Democratic party and form a 


basis of all the campaign utterances of their 
most eloguennt and celebrated speakers, 
from Mr. Blaine down the line to the most 
obscure stump orator speaking his way 
through the rural districts.” In reply to this 
wholesale falsification it is not necessary to 
go beyond the middie word of the three em- 
ployed by this superannuated old chatterbox. 
The Republican party has now fought 
through eight National political campaigns. 
In not one of its conventions has there ever 
been af assault made upon the Roman Cath- 
olic Church ora word uttered derogatory to 
Romanism. In not one of its eight National 
platforms and in not one of its numerous 
State platforms is there a word that can be 
tortured into such a meaning. In not one of 
Mr. Blaine’s speeches, or those of any other 
Republican candidate, can any such attack 
be found, direct or by implication. What 
does this garrulous old notoriety-hunter 
meant It is possible that when he was a 
Democratic Know-Nothing he may himself 
have made such an assault, but upon what 
kind of a basis does he make this charge 
against the Republican party, one of whose 
cardinal principles is the broadest freedom of 
conscience in religious belief? Even in their 
assaults upon polygamy, which has deen 
practiced under cover of the Mormon religion 
and with the sanction of the Mormon Church, 
Republicans have never attacked that religion. 
They have antagonized polygamy in the in- 


terests and for the protection of ignorant 


and helpless women, who are lured into its 
lustful scheme by the cunning of Mormon 
proselytes.

THE TEMPORAL “SOVEREIGNTY.” 

It is reported from Rome that the Cardinals 
and other ecclesiastical functionaries are be- 
ginning to canvass candidates for the succes- 
sion to the Papacy in view of the failing 
health of Leo XIIL The recent utterances of 
the Roman Pontiff indicate that he is declin- 
ing in mental if not in physical vigor. The 
speeches during the jubilee period lead to the 
impression that he has become a reactionary ; 
that he has fallen under the influence of 
the extreme Oltramontanes, who cling 
to the idea of the restoration of the 
temporal power. The Pope's language 
in reference to the Italian Government and 
people and his rather churlish refusal of the 
presents piously offered by the King and 
Queen of Italy recall the chilaish izisist- 
ence of Pius the Ninth on his claim to be 
known as King of a petty State. Previous 


utterances of Leo XIII. on this subject were 


taken with considerable allowance. The 
tone of his references to the temporal sover- 
eignty of the Popes led to the belief that he 
spoke on the subject merely to keep alive the 
traditions of the church, and the mildness ot 
his reproofs to such Catholics, including cler- 


gymen, who held that the temporal sover- 


eignty hampered rather than helped the 
church strengthened this opinion. 
The references to the temporal sovereignty 


during the jubilee celebrations and the acri- 


monious tone employed toward the govern- 
ment of King Humbert, therefore, have been 
cause of surprise to those who have followed 
the career of Leo XIII. The Ultramontanes 
are again assuming an aggressive tone, and 
once more the Papal journals are full of 
the Prisoner of the Vatican,” the “ spolia- 
tion of the church,” and nota few prelates 
make references to “the Robber King of 

Italy.“ All this seems childish in view of 
the real facts and the circumstances of the 
present Pope. The restoration of the tem- 
poral power could only be brought about by 
foreign intervention, and could be only main- 
tained by foreign bayonets, as it was during 
the time of Pius IX., when it required a garri- 
son of French troops and a regiment of Swiss 
mercenaries to prop it up against rebellious 
subjects. It is hinted that the querulous tone 
of the Pope now is due to the refusal of. the 
Itahan Government to listen to the proposal 
of Prince Bismarck, himself a Protestant and 
the representative of a Protestant nation, to 


set apart a httie corner of Rome where the 


Popes could play at King. This “new de- 
parture” is unworthy of Cardinal Pecci’s 
reputation for political sagacity. The Pope 
is a spiritual sovereign who receives the 
homage of the faithful millions of his church 
as such. His claim is as Christ's vicegerent, 
as the representative on earth of Him whose 

“ kingdom is not of this world,“ ana who 
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the Christian world into theologically hostile 
camps the exercise of political influence by 
the Popes has not been productive of good. 
It has been more often productive of scandal 
-to the church itself, of dissensions, warfare, 
and bloodshed. The temporal sovereignty, 
it is not too much to say, is now an evil 


memory. And to none more so than the 


people over whom it has deen exer- 
eised. In what were called the - 
astical States fully four-fifths of 
people abhorred Papal rule. To them Gari- 
baldi was indeed a liberator. The rule 
of Bomba over the Neapolitans was more 
tolerable. To restore Papal rule in the Ro- 
man States now would be a signal for revolt 
which, if unsuccessful, would be followed by 
conspiracies, secret societies, and political 
assasination which would piead in justifica- 
tion the intolerable character of the govern- 
ment imposed from without. 

It is singular that Pope Leo, who, unham- 
pered by the temporal sovereignty, has en- 
joyed full political and religious liberty un- 
der Humbert’s Government, and who has ex- 
ercised a political influonce on the affairs of 
Kurope greater than any Pope since the time 
of the Reformation, perhaps, shi ‘at this 
stage of his career surrender to the influence 
of what Cardinai Newman might call “a re- 
actionary and intolerant faction.” 


THE FLORIDA PLAN. | 

Democracy in the South varies in its de- 
vices for keeping that section solid. Rach 
one of the normally Republican States has 
its own plan for suppressing the Repub- 
lican vote, varyiug from the Mississippi plan 
of actual violence and murder to the South 
Carolina plan of tissue-paper ballot swin- 
dling. All of these plans, of course, are ille- 
gal, but Florida may ciaim the palm for a 


scheme to bring about the same end, ostensi- 


bly within the provisions of law. 

It is unnecessary to state that if the votes 
were countéd Florida would go largely Re- 
publican. The new scheme not only makes 
it unnecessary to count Republican votes, 
but prevents the voters from voting at all. 
A registration act has been passed, by the 
terms of which no person can vote who does 
not have a registration certificate. This cer- 
taficate is made out as follows:

It is almost needless to describe the oppor- 
tunities which such a flexible document as 
this places in the hands of the unscrupulous 
Bourbon officiais in the way of disfranchise- 
ment. In the first place there will always 
be some negroes too shiftiess or ignorant to 
obtain their certificates. Others will forget 
to take their certificates with them. Others 
will lose them. All these will be disbarred. 
The great butk of them, however, when they 
arrive atthe polis with their certificates will 
find they are of no account, because they 
have been improperly filled out by the Demo- 
cratic registrars. The color blank alone can 


do the work. Even in the case of white

voters it is not deemed sufficient to specify 
white as the color, but the degree of white- 
ness 1s indicated and personal peculiarities 
of color, such as paleness, ruddindss, etc. 
In filling the blank for the negro it is the 
simplest thing in the world for the registrar 
to specify in such a manner that the in- 
spectors of election will at once refuse the 
negro’s vote on the ground that he does not 
answer the description. It is a simple trick 
but a dirty one and will answer all pur- 
poses. The law itself is sufficient evidence 
that the State is Republican. If there were 
an unquestioned Democratic majority it 
would not have been necessary. Thus De- 
mocracy is everywhere the same in the South 
and ina good many sections of the North. 
It can only maintain its ascendency by fraud 
and defeat the will of the majority by bare- 
faced swindling or open terrorism and vio- 
lence.

CONGRESSMAN ADAMS AND THE SUGAR 
TARIFF. 


Another Chicago Congressman has been 
heard from on the sugar tariff. A few days 


ago Mr. Mason of the Third District expressed 
the opinion that the best way to deal with 
the saccharine problem would be to authorize 


the Treasury Department to put sugar on the 


free list for ninety or 100 days at a time if the 
sugar trust did not relax its tentacles. Since 
then his colleague, Mr. Adams of the Fourth 
District, has also submitted to an interview 
on this among other subjects of tar 
less importance, Mr. Adams makes no ref- 


erence to the Quixotict scheme of his junior 


colleague, and sums up his own position, so 
far as he seems to be prepared to take any, 
in a few words, The question put to him 
was general in its character. He was asked 


if he had any idea as to what the Republican } 
tariff policy would be, and replied: 


I don’t know. Some say that we need not have 
a polic oy because we are not in the majority.

The tariff has nothing to do with the 
sorghum question. To convert the juice of 
that plant into ordinary sugar is a problem of 
invention and science and not of Congres- 
sional enactment. it cuts no igure whether 
duties are high or low. If it can be dem- 
onstrated on an adequately large scale and 
under all conceivable conditions that the un- 
dertaking is practicable the, corn belt of this 
country will be able to produce all the sugar 
this country can use at prices which will defy 
competition the world over, whether cane or 
beet. 

The proposed free-listing of sugar would 
not only be the easiest and shortest way to re- 
duce the surplus but be the correction of.one 
the more outrageous inequalities of the tariff, 
thus combining in one two distinct reforms 
to which the Republican party stanas definit- 
ly pledged by the platform of 1884. That 
platform recognizes both evils as calling for 
remedial legislation by Congress. So far as 
our duties are for revenue—and there 
never any other rational basis for the sugar 
tariff—they should be wiped out, and so far 
as they are protective they should be read- 
justed and their existing inequalities cor- 
rected. It should require no special urging 
to convince any member of Congress outside 
of Louisiana that the present saccharine 
duties are the very opposit of protective. Is 
it protection to make the American people 
pay on an average more than one dollar per 
capita, including the bounties to the Louisiana 
planters, extra for the sugar used during 


a year—an aggregate exceeding 60 millions— 


all for the sole benefit of a few planters of a 
small State? The area under cane cultivation 
is about 150,000 acres. For the most part 
the cane is raised by a few planters with

Mr. Onahan's License Recommendations. 

City Collector Onahan’s recommendations 
made to the Common Council Tuesday evening 
on the subject of liquor licenses are worthy the 
serious attention dt the body to whom they have 
been addressed. They are the result of the ma- 
ture deliberation of a careful, observant, and 
intelligent publi¢ officer. The Council will fail 
in its duty if it does not take appropriate action 
on them. 

The recommendations are, in brief: 

1. That the license fee should be paid yearly 
in advance or at least in two annual install- 
ments. 

2. That licenses should not be transferable. 

. That licenses should not be granted to 
places of amusement, concert halls, theatres, 
etc.; nor should permits to sell liquor be issued 
in connection with shows, balls, entertainments, 
etc. 

4. That saloon licenses should not be issued 
for a place located within 200 feet of any school, 
churoh, or synagog, and that in cases where it 
is proposed to set up a saloon for the first time 
in any locality it should not be done without the 
coneurrence of a majority of the property-owners 
in the block where the building is located. 

. That in all cases the bond affixed by the 
saloonkeeper should be signed by the property- 
owners residing in or doing business within the 
limits of the ward in which the saloon is located, 
and that some regulation should be adopted to 
prevent brewers and wholesale liquor-dealers 
becoming the bondsmen of numerous saloon- 
keepers. 

These recommendations will commend them- 
selves to thoughtful people as eminently prac- 
ticable and just. 

The first four suggestions are so obviously 
sound that they require no discussion. 

As to the recommendations in reference to the 
districts where saloons should not be licensed 
without permission of the property-owners in 
the vicinity, that is but an extension to the city 
of the practice which prevails in the suburbs and 
which has recent] 
through annexation, Every argument that ap- 
plies in favor of the preservation of the prohibi- 
tion districts applies in favor of Collector Ona- 
han’s recommendation on this point. 

In a Council which has evinced such opposi- 
tion to kas trusts, and in the spirit of the general 
opposition to monopolies of all kinds, Mr. Ona- 
an's objections to brewers and liquor-dealers 
as wholesale bondsmen for Baloonkeepers ought 
to need no indorsement. Under the present 
system the saloons have become little better 
than drinking trusts. There ought to be a 
change. 

The Council should deal with this matter at an 
early date, not in any party or partisan spirit, 
but for the good of the city. Mr. Onahan is a 
Democrat, A Republican Council can afford to 
carry out his recommendations.

Baltimore Business-Men Moving for a Re- 
duction of the Tariff on Sugar and Tin. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 4.—[Special,]—The tar- 

if sentiment in Maryland is decidedly favorable 

to President Cieveland's recommendations, aud 
unusual interest in coming legisiation is being 
manifested in the large business associations of 
this city. The Board of Trade at its monthly 
meeting this week takes strong ground in favor 
of a revision of the tariff, and advocates the free 
entrance ofraw materials and a “careful re- 
adjustment ot the duty on sugar. Baltimore at 
one time had a sugar-refinery business that was 
worth millions of dollars annually, but the high 
tariff? killed it. Capitalists have never 
ceased to hope that there will be such 

@® reduction that they will be enabled to get this 

business back again. The money is ready for 

the establishment of large refineries. Baltimore 
is the centre of the canned-goods trade and the 

Canned-Goods Exchange is making a determined 

effort to have the duty upon tin taken off or 

largely reduced by Congress. In this city 150, 

000,000 cans are made annually. The tariff raises 

the price of these cans about 780,000. The 

Baltimore packers of goods say they 

are unable to compete with the En- 

giish exporters. Even the Swiss dealers 
in canned milk are enabled by the protective 
tariff to undersell American producers, The 
canned-goods people say there 1s. hardly any ex- 
cuse for the tariff on tin, for it simply calls for an 
immense expenditure additional to the 872,000,000 
annually sent out of the country for this metal 
and seems to benefit nobody. The duty would 
have to be raised to three times its present rate 
in order to enable the home manufacturers to 
compete with the foreign manufacturers of tin- 
plate. No tin-plate is now produced in America.

W. W. Gibbs, the recognized head of the 
Gas Trust, was seen yesterday, and in reply 
to the question as to whether or not the com- 
panies would agree toa further scaling in 
the price he said they would not, as the very 
best proposition it was possible for them to 


make had been made, and that any furwer | 


reduction in the price of illuminating gas 
would mean an actual loss to the companies: 
He also said that the acceptance ot the prop- 
ositaons, or either one of them, by the city

The 
apparatus, however, may not be the most 
economical known atthe present time, but it 
will enable us to commence at once and go 
forward, and at the same time not interfere 
with the introduction of improved methods 
in the future.
